WE  are  approaching  the  inventory  time  of  the  year  for  all  business. 
In  taking  inventory,  a  store  owner  will  determine  which  articles 
have  sold  well,  which  ones  remain  unsold,  and  will  plan  his  business 
strategy  for  the  coming  year  on  the  basis  of  his  past  year's  experience. 

As  individuals,  we  need  to  have  a  "stocktaking"  in  our  personal  lives. 
Maybe  now  is  a  good  time  to  review  the  past  year.  What  we  have  done 
well,  what  have  been  our  failures.  What  has  brought  us  joy,  what  has 
brought  us  unhappiness.  If  we  can,  just  as  the  business  man  does,  review 
the  past  with  the  thought  of  improving  the  future,  we  are  thinking 
correctly. 

Are  we  more  friendly  now  than  a  year  ago?  Have  we  gained  greater 
control  of  our  thoughts?  Have  we  been  able  to  increase  our  own  spiritual 
atmosphere  to  a  higher  degree  than  a  year  ago?  Do  we  maintain  our  even 
temperament  when  others  are  upset,  or  do  we  let  our  moods  and  attitudes 
be  determined  by  the  moods  and  attitudes  of  those  we  meet.  It  takes  a 
great  person  to  meet  unpleasant  people,  and  still  be  able  to  maintain  an 
even  keel.  We  have  great  admiration  for  someone  who  can  maintain  a 
cool  and  thoughtful  attitude  when  others  seem  to  be  in  a  storm  in  so  far 
as  their  attitude  and  outlook  are  concerned. 

What  of  our  devotion  10  the  Kingdom?  Are  we  more  regular  in  our 
attendance  at  meetings  than  a  year  ago?  Are  we  better  observing  the  law 
of  doing  unto  others  as  we  would  have  them  do  unto  us?  Are  we  more 
dedicated  to  the  teachings  of  the  Master  than  a  year  ago?  Are  we  thinking 
more  of  others  and  trying  to  find  ways  to  make  life  more  pleasant  for 
them?  If  so,  we  are  progressing  along  the  path  of  life  which  leads  to  life 
eternal.  What  does  your  personal  inventory  show  relative  to  the  following 
indicators  which  help  in  determining  the  health  of  a  branch? 

Per  cent  attendance  at  meetings. 

Number  of  full  tithe  payers. 

Number  who  observe  the  Word  of  Wisdom. 

Number  of  children  marrying  within  the  Church. 

Observance  of  the  Sabbath. 

Regular  observance  of  Home  Evening. 

Willingness  to  accept  assignments  in  the  Church. 

Willingness  to  support  the  officers  in  charge. 

Number  of  members  who  are  active  in  Priesthood. 

The  above  is  far  from  an  inclusive  list  of  what  is  required  of  a 
faithful  Latter-day  Saint.  However,  it  is  a  list  of  indicators  which  will 
help  us  in  knowing  if  we  as  individuals  and  our  branch  collectively  are  in 
a  healthy  condition. 

Within  the  next  little  while  your  branch  president  will  ask  that  each 
family  in  the  branch  attend  tithing  settlement.  We  hope  you  will  attend 
with  each  of  the  members  of  your  family.  This  is  a  wonderful  occasion 
to  meet  with  your  branch  president  and  benefit  by  his  counsel  and  advice. 
Doing  so  is  also  in,  keeping  with  the  request  of  the  First  Presidency  that 
each  member  meet  with  him  and  indicate  whether  you  have  paid  a  part  or 
a  full  tithe  for  the  year.  The  Branch  President  can  then  complete  this  record 
for  the  Presiding  Bishopric. 

At  this  inventory  time,  let  each  of  us  resolve  to  do  those  things  which 
have  brought  us  the  most  happiness  and  to  discontinue  those  things  which 
have  brought  us  remorse.  This  is  our  heartfelt  wish  for  each  of  you  and 
for  each  of  us.

Achieve  Your  Goal

JOAN  OF  ARC,  who  gave  her  life  for  her  religious  beliefs,  is  credited 
with  having  said  that  we  all  give  our  lives  for  some  cause  or  other. 
She  was  probably  right.  We  certainly  manage  to  organise  our  lives  so  as 
to  find  the  time  to  do  the  things  we  really  want  to  do.  The  Saviour  said, 
if  we  loved  him,  we  would  do  what  he  commanded.  By  the  same  token, 
we  demonstrate  very  clearly  whom  or  what  we  love  by  the  things  we 
choose  to  do  and  the  laws  we  choose  to  obey.  What  are  you  giving  your 
life  to?  Which  laws  are  you  obeying?  Whom  do  you  love? 

We  profess  to  have  as  our  goal,  Celestial  Exaltation.  This  is  a  long- 
term  goal.  We  might  call  it  our  ultimate  goal.  But  Celestial  Exaltation  is 
not  won  in  a  day;  there  are  many  steps  to  be  climbed  on  the  path  towards 
it.  Each  step  is  necessary.  None  may  be  left  out.  These  are  the  things 
for  which  we  should  be  giving  our  lives.  These  are  the  causes  in  which 
we  believe. 

Suppose  a  man,  living  in  Johannesburg,  told  you  he  intended  travel- 
ling to  Cape  Town.  Suppose  too,  that  he  intended  travelling  to  Cape  Town 
via  Salisbury  and  Lourenco  Marques.  What  would  you  think?  Salisbury 
and  Lourenco  Marques  are  not  stops  along  the  main  road  to  Cape  Town. 
They  are  not  even  in  the  general  direction  of  the  Cape.  Worse,  they  are 
not  even  in  the  same  country.  Surely  a  man  would  be  stupid  to  attempt 
to  travel  such  a  circuitous  route.  The  logical  route  would  be  via  those 
towns  which  lie  on  the  direct  line  between  Johannesburg  and  Cape  Town, 
places  like  Bloemfontein,  Beaufort  West,  etc.  We  could  say  that  if  Cape 
Town  were  this  man's  ultimate  goal,  then  Bloemfontein  and  Beaufort  West 
would  be  logical  intermediate  goals,  because  they  lie  along  the  route  he 
should  take. 

Let  us  apply  this  analogy  to  our  ultimate  goal  of  Celestial  Exaltation. 
The  Lord  has  clearly  defined  the  direct  route  to  our  goal.  He  calls  it  the 
straight  and  narrow  way.  This  way  consists  of  logical  intermediate  goals 
for  which  to  aim,  goals  which  will  steadily  bring  us  closer  to  our  desired 
Exaltation.  Yet,  how  many  of  us  are  headed  in  other  directions  com- 
pletely. We  profess  to  be  en  route  to  Celestial  Exaltation,  but  we  are  in 
actual  fact  headed  away  from  it.  Some  of  us  literally  seem  to  be  headed 
for  other  countries.  How  can  we  expect  to  reach  our  final  goal  when  our 
intermediate  goals  are  on  the  wrong  road?  The  clothes  we  wear,  the  books 
further  from  our  goals? 

It  would  seem  that  we  are  all  hypocrites,  because  we  say  we  want  one 
thing,  but  are  actively  engaged  in  working  for  another.  "By  their  fruits  ye 
shall  know  them."  Perhaps  the  time  has  come  for  us  to  decide  just  what 
our  ultimate  goal  is.  If  it  be  Eternal  life,  then  we  must  choose  corres- 
ponding intermediate  goals  to  head  for,  goals  that  will  steadily  bring  us 
closer  to  our  main  objective.  We  can  achieve  any  goals  we  really  want.  It 
has  been  truly  stated  that  two  people  can  achieve  anything  when  one  of 
them  is  God.  Our  trouble  is  possibly  that  we  started  out  on  the  right 
road,  but  became  discouraged  at  the  hardness  of  the  way  and  began  looking 
for  deviations  and  side  turnings. 

Consider  this  true  story  of  an  American  who  owned  a  promising 
claim  during  a  gold  rush.  Every  day  he  sweated  at  the  back-breaking  task 
of  working  his  claim.  Every  day  he  found  just  enough  signs  of  gold  to  keep 
him  working.  Every  day  the  hole  got  deeper,  but  the  vein  of  gold  that 
would  make  his  fortune  never  appeared.  Finally,  broken  in  pocket  and 
in  spirit,  he  sold  the  claim.  The  new  owners  resumed  digging,  and,  just  two 
feet  further  down  they  struck  the  main  reef!  Overnight  they  became 
fabulously  wealthy.  The  original  owner?  He  is  today  one  of  the  highest 
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paid  insurance  men  in  the  United  States.  He  is  also  very  wealthy.  What  is 
the  secret  of  his  success?  In  his  own  words,  "Once  I  stopped  digging  just 
two  feet  from  a  fortune.  Today  I  never  give  up,  I  refuse  to  take  no  for 
an  answer." 

During  the  First  World  War,  British  and  German  troops  faced  each 
other  across  a  battle-scarred  field.  They  had  somehow  become  detached 
from  their  main  forces.  Both  sides  fought  grimly,  bravely  on;  neither 
yielding  an  inch.  Attack  after  attack  was  mounted  and  repulsed.  Brave 
men  fought  and  bled  and  died,  and  still  the  stalemate  continued.  Both 
sides  became  perilously  short  of  food  and  ammunition.  Both  sides  were 
too  weary  to  think,  too  exhausted  to  do  anything  but  grit  their  teeth  and 
fight  stubbornly  on  in  the  acrid  smoke  and  stinking  mud.  The  days  and 
nights  blurred  into  each  other,  becoming  one  long  moment  of  pain. 
Finally,  flesh  and  blood  could  stand  it  no  longer;  the  German  lines  broke, 
and  melted  away.  Afterwards,  an  observer  stated  that  the  British  troops 
had  proved  braver  than  their  opponents.  This  the  British  commander 
denied.  "Our  men  were  no  braver,"  he  said,  "but  they  were  brave  for  five 
minutes  longer." 

The  Saviour  said,  "He  that  endureth  to  the  end,  he  shall  be  saved." 

A  very,  very  wise  man  once  said,  "Be  careful  what  you  want,  you'll 
probably  get  it."  The  things  we  really  want  are  those  things  that  we  find 
the  time  to  work  for,  the  things  we  sacrifice  pleasure  and  sleep  and 
money  for,  the  things  we  lie  awake  at  night  thinking  about.  These  are  our 
real  goals,  in  spite  of  our  protestations  to  the  contrary.  If  we  think  and 
scheme  and  plan  something  long  enough,  we  will  achieve  it.  When  we 
really  want  something,  we  are  constantly  on  the  alert  for  ways  and  means 
of  achieving  it.  We  study  the  gap  between  ourselves  and  our  goal  and 
look  for  stepping  stones  towards  it.  If  stepping  stones  don't  exist,  we  build 
them,  and  gradually  work  our  way  towards  that  which  we  desire.  An  out- 
standing example  of  single  minded  pursuit  of  a  goal  is  found  in  the  story 
of  Robert  Edwin  Peary. 

Robert  Peary  was  born  in  1856.  He  grew  into  a  gifted  youth  who 
excelled  at  his  studies  and  sports.  He  joined  the  navy  and  progressed 
well.  In  1886,  aged  thirty,  he  organized  his  first  expedition  to  the  frozen 
north  where  he  became  obsessed  with  the  desire  to  be  the  first  man  at  the 
North  Pole.  He  studied  the  Eskimos  to  find  ways  of  surviving  in  that 
bleak,  frozen  world.  He  learned  their  methods  of  hunting  and  fishing. 
He  invented  stoves  and  sleds  better  suited  to  Artie  conditions,  and  he  kept 
trying  to  reach  the  legendary  North  Pole.  In  1902  he  reached  84°  17' 
north  latitude,  the  farthest  point  north  ever  reached  in  the  Western  Hemis- 
phere. But  Peary  paid  the  price.  His  feet  were  severly  frosbitten,  and 
eight  of  his  toes  were  amputated  to  save  his  life.  He  was  then  forty-six 
years  old.  Lying  on  his  bunk  hovering  painfully  between  life  and  death 
with  an  Arctic  blizzard  howling  outside,  he  rolled  over  and  slowly  scratched 
these  immortal  words  into  the  wooden  wall  of  his  flimsy  hut.  "I  shall 
find  a  way,  or  make  one."  In  1905  he  returned  in  a  vessel  he  had  designed 
especially  for  the  job  of  smashing  it's  way  through  the  ice.  He  reached 
87°  6'  north,  only  174  nautical  miles  from  the  Pole,  but  he  had  to  turn 
back.  In  1909  Robert  Edwin  Peary  returned  for  what  had  to  be  his  last 
attempt.  Accompanied  by  four  Eskimos  and  his  faithful  Negro  servant. 
Matthew  Henson,  he  made  his  supreme  effort.  After  a  413  mile  dash  by 
dog  sled,  he  found  himself  at  the  top  of  the  world  —  the  first  man  to 
stand  at  the  North  Pole.  It  was  his  eighth  attempt.  He  was  fifty-two  years 
old. 

Ask  yourself  now  what  your  Ultimate  Goal  is.  Is  it  really  Celestial 
Exaltation?  If  it  is,  then  study  the  gap  between  yourself  and  the  goal. 
Study  the  obstacles  barring  your  way,  your  weaknesses.  These  you  must 
overcome.  Study  the  stepping  stones,  the  commandments  of  God,  and 
advance  carefully  from  one  to  the  next.  Don't  allow  anything  or  anyone 
to  turn  you  from  your  course.  Find  a  way  or  make  one.  "If  you  think 
you  can,  you  can,"  because,  "As  a  man  thinketh  in  his  heart,  so  is  he."

So  if  we  rest  on  our  laurels,  and  don't 
work  to  progress  in  all  spheres,  our  empires  are  also  going  to  crumble. 

Work,  for  the  night  is  coming  when  man's  work  is  done.

Here  is  a  book  that  stands  as  a  witness  of  Christ  with  the  Bible, 
and  why  should  we  be  afraid  to  use  it  as  such.  Explain  out  of  the  Meet 
the  Mormons  where  we  got  the  Book  of  Mormon  and  how  it  can  help 
them.  Be  sure  to  use  your  testimony  along  with  the  explanation.  In  each 
Kit  there  are  two  copies  of  the  Book  of  Mormon,  a  black  one  and  an 
illustrated  one  with  a  picture  of  Lehi  and  His  Family  crossing  the  ocean  to 
the  Land  of  Promise  on  the  cover.  Both  copies  have  their  own  pamphlets 
to  explain  the  history  and  the  coming  forth  of  the  Second  Witness. 

The  complete  Kit  costs  four  Rand  and  fifty-cents  with  the  various 
pamphlets  free,  the  Meet  the  Mormons  are  two  Rand  twenty-cents  a  piece, 
which  is  one  investment  that  can  be  used  for  many  years  to  come.  The 
two  copies  of  the  Book  of  Mormon  are  thirty-five  cents  apiece,  and  for 
this  price  you  can  give  them  to  your  friends.  The  case,  which  comes  in 
brown  or  black  with  "Every  Member  a  Missionary"  in  Afrikaans  or  Eng-

lish,  is  one  Rand  and  sixty  cents.  Here  we  have  a  very  valuable  and  ver- 
satile tool  for  sharing  with  our  friends  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

Now  that  we  have  a  Kit  in  the  home  the  important  thing  to  realize  is 
that  it  has  to  be  used,  and  this  can  be  the  most  interesting  part,  because 
we  have  the  opportunity  to  show  some  of  our  initiative  and  think  up 
some  ways  to  effectively  use  the  material  in  the  Kit.  We  can  start  from 
any  number  of  different  angles  when  using  the  Meet  the  Mormons.  We 
can  explain  some  of  the  Church  programmes  by  using  this  book,  or  just 
let  them  look  through  it,  anything  to  attract  their  attention.  After  telling 
the  person  about  the  particular  phase  in  which  they  are  especially  interest- 
ed, it  would  be  a  good  idea  to  give  a  pamphlet  or  two  along  with  the 
Book  of  Mormon.  We  have  to  think  about  ways  to  use  the  Kit,  but  if 
we  purchase  them   USE  THEM. 

Where  we  use  them  has  no  limit,  but  they  were  made  to  be  carried 
around  and  we  should  use  them  at  every  opportunity.  The  case  makes  it 
easy  to  carry  to  work,  to  the  hairdresser,  on  holiday,  or  any  other  place. 
Wherever  we  find  people,  there  is  our  chance  to  explain  the  Gospel,  and 
what  better  way  is  there  than  with  the  Share  the  Gospel  Kit?  Make  the 
Kit  a  part  of  your  life,  and  you  will  be  helping  someone  make  this  won- 
derful   Gospel  a   part   of   their   life. 

The  Kits  are  not  limited  to  the  adults  alone.  The  youth  of  the  Church 
have  great  possibilities  because  they  have  many  friends  outside  the 
Church  and  often  times  a  discussion  comes  up  about  the  Church.  If  they 
have  a  Kit  around  the  house  they  will  be  able  to  explain  better  with  pic- 
tures the  organisation  and  activities  the  Church  has  established  for  the 
the  youth. 

All  the  aforementioned  material  will  be  of  no  avail  if  we  don't 
live  the  Gospel,  because  people  are  not  going  to  ask  us  about  the 
Church  unless  we  make  a  good  impression.  But,  if  we  do  live  the  Gospel, 
we  will  have  the  chance  to  share  it.  Then  the  Share  the  Gospel  Kits  will 
be  just  what  we  need.

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KNOW  GOD  AND  SERVE  HIM

WHATEVER  God  does  has  a  purpose!  How  many  of  us  always  agree 
with  that  spontaneously?  Not  me  for  one  —  although  as  days, 
months  and  sometimes  years  go  by,  I  find  I  have  to  eat  my  words.  There 
have  been  many  things  that  I  have  asked  for  and  have  almost  given  up 
hope  of  ever  receiving,  when  out  of  the  blue  —  there  it  was.  God  refuses 
to  be  tied  to  our  time  and  dates  and  we  get  exasperated  sometimes  that  He 
is  such  a  slow  worker.  But  you  can  bet  your  bottom  dollar  that  there  is 
always  a  good  purpose  for  His  slowness. 

God  often  lets  us  bump  our  heads  so  that  we  may  learn  greater  wis- 
dom. He  may  let  us  experience  loneliness'  so  that  we  may  become  more 
friendly,  for  there  is  no  doubt  that  one  who  has  known  hunger  is  always 
willing  to  share  his  meals.  God  always  has  His  reasons,  and  He  can  never 
be  hurried. 

There  are  two  approaches  to  life  in  general.  The  sensible  one  being 
to  live  our  lives  in  harmony  with  God  instead  of  expecting  God  to  live 
His  life  in  harmony  with  us.  The  difference  in  the  two  being  of  course 
the  same  difference  as  between  peace  and  chaos.  Try  and  link  yourself  to 
God  and  become  a  channel  of  His  Divine  Life  in  this  world  we  live  in. 
A  twisted  piece  of  wire  lying  in  an  alley  is  just  rubbish,  but  that  same 
piece  of  wire  connected  to  a  power  house  can  light  every  lamp  in  a  city. 
Through  dedication  and  prayer  we  can  make  contact  with  the  power  house 
of  God  and  become  channels  of  His  business. 

When  you  want  to  see  a  doctor  or  lawyer  you  must  make  an  appoint- 
ment, then  at  the  appointed  time  he  can  give  you  his  undivided  attention 
without  fear  of  interruption.  But  do  you  realize  that  it  is  never  necessary 
to  make  an  appointment  to  meet  God?  Many  people  do,  with  great  profit 
to  themselves,  keep  a  special  time  which  they  consecrate  to  God,  but  God 
has  no  office  hours :  no  time  when  He  is  "on  duty"  or  "off  duty"  —  He  is 
always  available  to  those  who  need  Him.  No  person  can  ever  drift  "beyond 
His  Love  and  Care",  and  He  is  always  more  willing  to  listen  to  our  prayers 
than  we  are  sometimes  willing  to  pray.  Of  course  there  are  certain 
conditions  with  which  we  have  to  comply.  If  God  is  to  work  in  our  lives, 
we  must  be  genuinely  sincere  and  let  God  go  His  way  and  not  force  Him 
into  our  way,  for  as  I  said,  God  will  not  be  tied  to  time  and  dates. 

Coming  home  from  town  one  day  in  the  one  o'clock  traffic,  Ron  was 
driving  and  we  were  held  up  at  a  stop  street.  The  traffic  from  Oxford 
street  was  streaming  down  and  it  looked  as  if  we  were  going  to  be  stuck 
there  for  the  entire  lunch  hour  when  suddenly  a  big  bus,  which  had  stopped 
to  pick  up  some  passengers,  pulled  off  slowly  across  Oxford  Street,  holding 
up  the  traffic  behind  (as  only  those  buses  can),  and  before  crossing  our 
road,  the  driver  frantically  waved  Ron  on  in  front  of  him,  and  in  no  time 
we  were  home  and  dry.  This  act  rather  staggered  me,  because  I  am  a  real 
"bus  hater"  when  I  am  driving.  I  am  always  complaining  that  they  go  too 
slow  or  take  up  too  much  road  or  something,  but  my  one  thought  always 
is  to  get  in  front  of  them  and  get  moving.  I  mentioned  this  to  Ron  and 
said  how  unusual  it  was  for  a  bus  to  show  courtesy  to  a  car,  and 
Ron  replied,  "Well,  you  reap  what  you  sow,"  and  went  on  to  explain 
that  he  often,  gave  way  to  the  buses  when  he  was  travelling  in  town,  and 
he  always  felt  the  drivers  had  a  hard  job  moving  their  big  vehicles  in  and 
out  of  the  heavy  traffic  and  was  quite  pleased  to  feel  that  he  had  been  re- 
warded by  this  particular  driver.  He  was  right  of  course.  You  do  reap  what 
you  sow  and  this  may  well  apply  to  religion.  True  religion  will  only  give 
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it's  fullness  to  those  who  are  prepared  to  give  themselves  to  the  great  adven- 
tures of  knowing  God  and  serving  Him  with  willing  and  joyful  hearts  and 
fhat  only  comes  with  practice.  After  all,  what  makes  a  man  a  good 
cricketer?  Practice.  What  makes  a  person  a  good  artist,  a  good  sculptor, 
a  good  musician?  Practice.  What  makes  a  good  linguist,  a  good  steno- 
grapher? Practice  —  nothing  else.  There  is  nothing  capricious  about 
religion.  If  a  man,  does  not  exercise  his  arm,  he  gets  no  biceps  muscle;  and 
if  a  man  does  not  exercise  his  soul,  he  acquires  no  muscle  in  his  soul,  no 
strength  of  character  and  no  beauty  of  spiritual  growth.  If  you  love  what 
you  are  doing,  it  will  be  successful  and  will  come  to  fulfilment.*

Programmes  for  Progress 

WHEN  Elder  Mark  E.  Petersen  was  in 
the  South  African  Mission,  he  intro- 
duced two  new  programmes  to  aid  the  mem- 
mers  in  their  responbilility  incurred  through 
the  commandment  of  "Every  Member  a 
Missionary."  Both  of  them  are  designed  to 
build  the  co-operation  between  the  members 
and  the  missionaries  in  accomplishing  this 
great  work.  These  two  programmes  are  built 
around  our  weekly  Family  Home  Evenings 
and  our  beautiful  chapels. 

FAMILY  HOME  EVENINGS 

Our  Family  Home  Evening  Programme 

is  a  product  of  modern  revelation  through  the 

prophet  at   the  head   of   the  Church  today. 

Elder    Petersen    suggested   that    we   use   this 

programme  to  show  our  friends  and  relatives 

how  the  Restored  Gospel  affects  our  lives, 
and  how  it  can  affect  theirs.  (This  programme  can  also  be  used  to  help 
inactive  members.)  In  order  to  accomplish  this,  he  suggested  that  we  invite 
our  friends  to  our  "Family  Party".  We  explain  to  them  that  in  this  family 
party  we  play  games  with  the  children,  sing  together,  enjoy  the  talents  of 
the  individual  members  of  the  family  and  then  highlight  the  event  with  a 
half  an  hour  of  serious  instruction  and  discussion,  after  which  we  have 
refreshments. 

Who  would  turn  down  the  opportunity  of  attending  a  "Family  Party" 
with  some  of  their  friends? 

At  your  home  evening  do  just  what  you  told  your  friends  you  would 
do:  have  your  regular  Family  Home  Evening.  However,  plan  and  prepare 
your  evening  carefully.  Make  it  an  event  that  everyone  will  enjoy.  Help 
your  children  learn  their  songs,  or  skits,  or  poems,  or  flannel  board  stories, 
or  testimonies  of  personal  experience.  Enthuse  them  with  the  idea  of  doing 
their  part  well  —  just  as  you  should  for  every  Family  Home  Evening. 
Invite  your  friends  to  have  their  children  participate  also.  Remember, 
though,  this  "Family  Party"  is  a  weekly  occurrence,  not  a  party  to  end 
all  parties.  It  should  be  a  fun,  educational,  love-promoting  and  testimony 
building  experience  for  all  present.  Remember  also,  don't  preach  the 
Gospel  to  these  people. 

The  next  time,  a  month  later,  your  friends  should  be  invited  over 
again  and  the  same  procedure  as  before  should  be  followed. 

The  third  time,  another  month  later,  again  invite  your  friends  to 
attend  a  social  evening  at  your  home.  This  time  tell  them  that  you  have 
invited  two  young  men  from  your  church  to  show  a  film  which  tells 
something  about  the  Church.  (If  possible,  they  will  bring  "Man's  Search 
for  Happiness".  If  not,  they  have  several  appropriate  slide-films. 

This  meeting  should  be  planned  just  as  thoroughly  as  the  others.  The 
missionaries  are  instructed  not  to  do  any  preaching  at  this  meeting.  The 
only  religious  discussion  they  will  have  with  your  friends  will  be  to 
answer  questions,  if  they  ask  them.  Their  major  purpose  will  be  to  show 
the  film  to  your  friends  and  to  make  friends  of  them. 

Three  or  four  days  after  this  home  evening  the  missionaries  will  call 
at  the  home  of  these  friends.  At  that  time  they  will  most  likely  follow  a 
dialogue  similar  to  this:  "Mr.  and  Mrs.  .  .  .  .,  it  was  a  pleasure  to  meet 
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you  the  other  evening.  We  were  in  the  neighbourhood  and  wanted  to  stop 
by  to  visit  with  you  for  a  few  minutes  in  hopes  that  we  could  tell  you 
something  more  about  our  Church.  May  we  come  in?" 

Whether  or  not  the  missionaries  are  able  to  teach  these  people,  they 
will  have  a  better  idea  of  what  the  Church  stands  for,  and  they  will 
certainly  appreciate  the  place  it  plays  in  the  lives  of  you  and  your 
family.  If  a  return  appointment  is  not  made,  don't  give  up.  They  are  still 
your  friends,  the  missionaries  friends,  and  potential  members  of  the 
Church.  One  half  of  the  people  contacted  in  this  way  join  the  Church. 
Can  we  deny  our  friends  this  opportunity? 

OPEN  HOUSES 

Some  of  the  best  proselyting  tools  that  we  have  in  Southern  Africa  are 
our  chapels.  Most  of  these  chapels  have  just  been  built  in  the  last 
few  years  and  are  bright  and  new.  All  of  them  can  be  clean,  neat  and 
inviting,  whether  old  or  new.  They  should  be  showplaces  for  Mormonism. 
With  this  in  mind,  Elder  Petersen  has  introduced  an  Open  House  Program- 
me, which  utilizes  the  capacity  of  our  chapels  and  other  meeting  places  as 
proselyting  tools. 

In  preparing  for  the  Open  House  the  co-operation  of  all  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Branch  and  the  missionaries  is  imperative.  Each  of  the 
members  should  bring  with  them  at  least  one  family  of  non-member 
friends.  Our  friends  need  not  be  interested  in  the  Church  itself.  An  interest 
to  just  see  the  inside  of  our  building  is  sufficient.  If  it  is  impossible  to 
bring  non-member  friends  one  month,  then  bring  a  family  of  inactive 
members.  Keep  in  mind  that  the  Open  House  is  just  that  —  and  open 
house,  not  a  fireside.  It  is  not  limited  to  a  select  few,  but  is  for  everyone. 
In  many  cases  the  missionaries  will  even  tract  sections  of  the  area  around 
the  chapel,  handing  out  leaflets  announcing  the  Open  House.  It  is  also  the 
members'  responsibility  to  control  the  behaviour  of  their  children,  as  in  a 
regular  Church  service. 

The  second  phase  of  preparation  concerns  those  who  are  asked  to 
participate  in  the  Open  House.  All  of  the  displays  should  be  carefully 
arranged  —  as  if  for  a  bazaar.  All  of  those  asked  to  explain  their  parti- 
cular section  of  the  building  or  auxiliary  should  prepare  their  remarks 
well  in  advance,  keeping  in  mind  that  they  will  be  speaking  to  people  who 
know  nothing  about  the  Church,  but  who  may  want  to  know  more.  They 
should  also  keep  their  remarks  within  a  time  limit  of  no  more  than 
fifteen  minutes,  or  as  stipulated  by  the  Branch  President. 

The  programme  of  a  typical  Open  House  may  go  something  like  this: 
As  members  and  their  friends  enter  the  building,  they  are  directed 
through  the  foyer  to  the  chapel.  There  they  are  greeted  with  prelude 
music  from  the  organ,  which  continues  until  time  to  begin.  When  the 
designated  time  comes,  the  Branch  President,  who  presides  over  the 
Open  House,  welcomes  the  members  and  friends  and  calls  on  someone  to 
open  the  meeting  with  prayer.  Following  the  prayer,  the  Branch  President 
outlines  the  programme  to  be  followed.  In  explaining  the  tour  of  the 
building  he  mentions  that  since  there  is  such  a  large  group  in  attendance, 
there  will  be  several  separate  guided  tours  embarking  from  the  chapel 
immediately  at  the  conclusion  of  his  remarks.  Each  of  these  tours,  he 
explains,  will  cover  the  same  areas  in  the  building,  but  will  begin  at 
different  places.  A  buzzer  will  ring  when  each  group  is  to  advance  to  the 
next  area.  (In  a  rented  hall  everyone  would  remain  seated  for  a  program- 
me entailing  most  of  the  instruction  of  a  tour.) 

Before  leaving  the  chapel,  the  Branch  President  explains  that  the 
Church  has  no  paid  ministry  and  that  the  officers  in  it  work  at  normal 
occupations.  He  is  a  dentist.  He  also  explains  the  purpose  of  the  chapel 
and  the  nature  of  the  services  held  in  it.  In  doing  this  he  invites  all  those 
present  to  attend  any  of  the  regular  services  held  there. 
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Upon  leaving  the  chapel,  the  first  group  proceeds  to  one  of  the  larger 
classrooms  where  their  guide  introduces  them  to  the  Primary  President. 
She  has  some  of  the  work  of  several  of  the  Primary  classes  on  display. 
Among  her  displays  are  a  few  of  the  bandloes  earned  by  some  of  the 
advanced  Primary  children.  She  explains  the  Primary  achievement  pro- 
gramme and  the  other  programmes  the  Primary  offers  for  our  young 
children,  saying  that  in  Primary  even  the  four-year-olds  learn  to  pray  and 
play  together. 

Next,  in,  the  Relief  Society  room  the  Relief  Society  President  displays 
the  quilt  that  is  being  made  for  the  forthcoming  bazaar  and  explains  that 
the  Relief  Society,  like  the  Primary,  is  open  to  members  and  non- 
members  alike.  It  is  there  to  help  them  become  better  homemakers  and 
better  mothers.  She  also  explains  how  the  Relief  Society  develops  women 
not  only  in  homemaking  skills,  but  in  the  fields  of  literature,  social  science, 
and  religion.  The  Visiting  Teachers  and  Welfare  programmes  which  she 
mentions  are  especially  interesting. 

After  leaving  the  Relief  Society  room,  entering  the  hallway  and 
turning  a  corner,  the  group  enters  the  Junior  Sunday  School  room.  Here 
they  see  a  baptismal  font,  which  adjoins  the  main  room  but  is  normally 
hidden  by  two  large  doors.  A  missionary  then  points  out  the  dual  purpose 
of  this  room  and,  most  importantly,  the  significance  and  method  of  baptism 
in  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  missionary's  remarks,  the  buzzer  rings  again 
and  the  attentive  group  is  directed  to  a  large  room  which  is  called  a 
cultural  hall.  In  this  hall  the  President  of  the  Young  Men's  Mutual  Im- 
provement Association  explains  that  the  Church  has  both  a  Young  Men's 
and  a  Young  Women's  MIA.  He  also  points  out  that  in  addition  to  being 
used  for  movies,  dances,  plays,  concerts,  Boy  Scout  functions,  dinners  and 
other  activities,  the  cultural  hall  serves  as  an  extention  on  the  chapel  when 
there  is  an  exceptionally  large  congregation. 

Continuing  the  tour,  the  group  leaves  the  cultural  hall  and  enters  the 
foyer.  There  a  large  display  board  dominates  everyone's  attention.  A  mis- 
sionary utilizes  this  display  to  illustrate  his  dialogue  as  he  explains  the 
original  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  and  the  restoration  of  that  church  to 
the  earth. 

As  the  missionary  finishes  speaking,  everyone  is  invited  to  return  to 
the  chapel.  There  the  Branch  President  introduces  a  film  entitled  "Man's 
Search  for  Happiness". 

After  fifteen  minutes  of  intent  thought  as  the  film  is  presented,  three 
recent  converts  are  introduced.  They  each  take  three  minutes  in  leaving 
their  testimonies  of  the  Restored  Gospel  and  mention  the  factor  which 
most  influenced  them  in  their  decision  to  join  the  Church. 

At  the  close  of  their  remarks  a  prayer  is  offered  and  the  Open  House 
guests  begin  to  mill  out  through  the  foyer.  There  most  of  the  people  re- 
main to  enjoy  a  few  simple  refreshments  that  have  been  provided  by  the 
Relief  Society.  As  they  mingle,  many  of  them  linger  near  the  display 
where  they  have  the  chance  to  examine  it  more  closely  and  to  look  at  and 
in  some  cases  purchase  copies  of  The  Book  of  Mormon  and  of  Meet  the 
Mormons  which  have  been  placed  nearby. 

All  of  the  guests  finally  leave  to  go  to  their  homes,  and  as  they  go 
each  has  a  better  understanding  of  the  Church  and  of  the  enormous  part 
it  plays  in  the  lives  of  the  me|mbers.  Each  has  a  greater  appreciation  of 
the  effect  of  the  Restored  Gospel  on  the  lives  of  those  who  live  it.  Many 
of  them  leave  with  such  questions  on  their  minds  as,  "Is  it  really  true?", 
"How  can  we  learn  more  about  this  church?" 

The  success  of  the  Family  Home  Evening  and  Open  House  pro- 
grammes in  bringing  people  into  the  Church  is  not  dependant  upon  the 
message  of  Mormonism.  That  message  is  true  —  the  Gospel  has  been 
restored.  Rather,  the  success  of  these  programmes  depends  solely  upon 
the  manner  in  which  they  are  presented.  To  insure  that  our  friends  do 
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get  the  right  impression,  of  the  Church  and  that  they  have  a  real  chance 
to  investigate  it,  the  responsibility  rests  upon  us.  If  we  are  enthusiastic 
and  energetic  in  supporting  these  programmes,  and  if  we  prepare  for  them 
as  we  should,  they  will  be  the  most  successful  means  of  presenting  the 
Gospel  that  have  yet  been  introduced  in  this  Mission.  They  both  form  a 
direct  link  between,  the  members  and  the  missionaries  —  a  link  which,  if 
used  properly,  can  transform  friends,  relatives,  and  acquaintances  into 
members.  However,  the  missionaries  can't  successfully  perform  this  trans- 
formation by  themselves.  Neither  can  the  members.  It  can  only  be  done 
if  both  fulfil  their  responsibilities  in  working  together.  Then,  as  we  follow 
these  programmes  as  they  have  been  outlined  by  an  Apostle  of  the  Lord, 
our  Father  in  Heaven  will  bless  us  with  the  fruits  of  our  labours*

*NOTE :  The  Open  House  cited  is  merely  a  sample  Open  House 
designed  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  and  instructions  of  Elder 
Petersen.  All  of  the  activities  mentioned  and  the  dialogues  described  do 
not  have  to  be  included  in  every  branch's  Open  House.  For  example,  it  is 
not  imperative  that  the  cultural  hall  be  included  in  your  tour  of  the 
building  or  that  you  serve  refreshments  at  the  conclusion  of  your  Open 
House.  However,  these  things  might  be  advisable  in  some  cases.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  may  be  some  special  features  in  your  building  that 
would  merit  special  attention  and  should  be  added.  A  smaller  branch  may 
do  well  to  show  another  movie  in  addition  to  "Man's  Search  for  Happi- 
ness." Also,  as  far  as  the  topic  of  the  display  presented  by  the  mission- 
aries is  concerned,  it  may  be  changed  or  adapted  according  to  the  available 
pictures  and  according  to  the  instructions  of  their  leaders.
